For a Fair Street 
Railway Settlement 


An Editorial: 
Street Car Company” 


This City’s need of more street car service, the 
right of thousands of St. Louis security holders to fair treatment, 
and the City Government’s duty to act promptly and justly are 
vigorously set forth in the following editorial published by 
Westliche Post a few days ago: 


‘‘For months past the municipal 
authorities of St. Louis and representa- 
tives of the street car company have been 
holding conferences, to modify the com- 
pany’s franchises, part of which are not 
only obsolete but also contain elements 
incompatible with modern demands on 
public utility companies, and at the same 
time to guard the company against in- 
justice. 


‘‘Hitherto all efforts have been 
unavailing, which is regrettable from all 
standpoints, because the situation cre- 
ated by the uncertainty must bring about 
the disintegration of the service and the 
demoralization of the value of the street 
railway property. 

‘‘This latter point is as a rule too 
little thought of, although by right it 
should stand well in the foreground, be- 
cause thousands of shares of the com- 
pany’s stock and other securities are 
owned by small investors, and every de- 
preciation means for them a grievous per- 
sonal loss. Of course the authorities, 
responsible for the decision, must not 
give undue consideration to the stock- 
holders; but it would be radically wrong 
to neglect their interest, for they just like 
all other citizens are a part of the popue 
lation and have a right to be heard. 


‘‘The simplest and most natural 
solution of these and other questions 
would doubtless be the municipalization 
of the street railway system and all other 
public utilities; but as long as this ideal 
cannot be realized, we must be satisfied 
with mutual compromises, in which the 
rights and duties of both parties should 
be carefully weighed. 


‘The City Government owes to 
the citizens a double duty: in the first 
place it has to take care that the service 
reaches the highest degree of efficiency, 
and must besides reckon with the street 
railway as a source of revenue, in pro- 
portion to the value of the franchises. 


‘‘The question of service has been 
solved by the managers of the company 
in a fairly satisfactory way, considering 
the present facilities. These, however,

car connections. As a: result, on lines 
nearest to such districts, the cars are at 
certain hours so terribly over-crowded 
that it is a torture to the passengers. 


‘This drawback could be rem- 
edied to a certain degree by developing 
the present loop system in the terminal 
points. It can be entirely abolished only 
by building new lines, whether subways 
or elevated. 


‘‘Attempts have been made re- 
peatedly in the last eighteen years to solve 
these problems, but always failed because 
of the specter of a disreputable past, which 
since that time has been an insurmount- 
able obstacle to all traffic measures. 


‘‘Because two decades ago brib- 
ery had to be employed to get the consent 
of an unscrupulous Board of Aldermen to 
an extension of the street railway sys- 
tem, even then acknowledged to be ab- 
solutely necessary for the welfare of the 
City, we still have to suffer from inade- 
quate service. This is'an absurdity so 
ridiculous that one does not know whether 
to laugh about it or to get exasperated. 
The whole matter is worthy of a satire and 
we have not given up hope that some St. 
Louisan anointed with the gift of poetry 
will be found to work it up. (We hope 
this may happen during our life time.) 


“But at present the most 
urgent need is to bring the 
deliberations between the 
City and the Company to an 
end—as speedily as possible. 

‘‘Compromises on both sides are 
essential; it is the only way to accom- 
plish real progress, which can never be 
reached by obstinate hair-splitting or by
